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WE    NOMINATE 


Courtland  Davis  Perkins,  47-year  old  Princetonian, 
whose  contributions  to  the  startling  forward  sweep  of 
the  aeronautical  sciences  will  be  recognized  early  next 
week  in  Washington  with  his  "swearing  in"  as  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Air  Force  for  Research  and  Develop- 
ment. Nominated  last  February  by  President  Eisen- 
hower and  recently  approved  by  the  Senate  for  this 
pivotal  post,  the  Philadelphia-born  Perkins  succeeds  a 
former  associate  in  Princeton  University's  Department 
of  Aeronautical  Engineering,  Joseph  Charyk,  now  Un- 
dersecretary of  the  Air  Force. 

One  of  the  promising  young  scientists  called  to 
Princeton  shortly  after  World  War  II  by  the  late 
Daniel  Clemens  Sayre,  as  the  latter  "placed  in  orbit" 
his  then  struggling  three-year  old  program  of  aeronau- 
tical engineering  and  proceeded  to  lay  the  groundwork 
for  the  University's  acquisition  of  the  James  Forrestal 
Research  Center,  Perkins  succeeded  Sayre  as  depart- 
mental chairman  in  1951.  In  the  intervening  decade, 
with  time-out  for  a  year  ( 1956-57 )  as  Chief  Scientist  of 
the  U.  S.  Air  Force,  Perkins  has  been  a  driving-force 
in  the  development  of  a  program  of  study  and  research 
which  has  won  international  attention. 

It  was  this  past  fall  that  Perkins'  department,  to  the 
chagrin  of  napping  Princeton  newspapermen  and  publi- 
cists, dramatically  documented  the  quality  of  its  basic 
research.  At  a  Princeton-sponsored  conference  on 
"Ground  Effect  Phenomena"  Princeton  scientists  un- 
veiled their  Air  Scooter,  a  cumbersome,  bicycle-like 
contraption  that  rides  a  cushion  of  air  inches  above 
the  ground  at  a  scant  ten  miles  per  hour.  What  fent 
conference  observers  scurrying  back  to  their  drawing- 
boards  was  the  lifting  capacity  of  the  Scooter  which, 
with  a  5-horsepower,  chain-saw  engine,  lifted  15  times 


the  load  hoisted  by  a  helicopter  of  the  same  power. 

In  the  same  way  he  encouraged  his  associates  to 
carry  forward  their  investigations  of  ground  effect 
phenomena,  (that  some  day  could  be  combined  with 
the  conventional  wing  to  permit  planes  to  hover  on 
take-off  and  landing),  Perkins  has  been  concerned 
with  basic  research  ever  since  he  abandoned  ground- 
based  industry  to  complete  his  scientific  training  at 
M.I.T.  As  a  Senior  Aeronautical  Engineer  in  the  Air 
Materiel  Command  of  the  U.S.A.F.  during  American  de- 
ll, he  was  in  close  touch  with  major  American  de- 
velopments in  military  aviation  and  helped  establish 
scientific  methods  for  quantitatively  evaluating  the 
handling  qualities  of  wartime  aircraft. 

Formerly  consultant  to  the  Weapons  System  Evalua- 
tion Group  operating  under  this  country's  Joint  Chiefs 
of  Staff,  and  more  recently  editor  of  a  series  of  inter- 
national research  publications  for  the  NATO-sponsored 
Advisory  Group  for  Aeronautical  Research  and  De- 
velopment, he  has  also  been  closely  linked  with  the 
advisory  boards  of  pace-setting  firms  in  the  aircraft 
industry.  A  licensed  pilot,  and  an  honors  graduate  of 
Swarthmore,  he  is  possibly  the  only  Princeton  scientist- 
teacher  who  has  been  able  to  claim  high-level  affiliation 
with  both  the  Borough  and  Township  Boards  of  Edu- 
cation— through  his  wife  in  the  Borough  and  his 
brother,  Vice-President  of  the  Carnegie  Corporation 
of  New  York,  in  the  Township. 

For  meriting  the  high  honor  that  will  be  officially 
bestowed  upon  him  Monday;  for  assuming  responsibili- 
ties which  day-by-day  can  become  heavier  as  the  world 
moves  farther  into  the  space  age;  for  still  insisting 
that  he  is,  first  of  all,  a  teacher;  he  is  Town  Topics'

Agencies  Present  Budgets.  Six- 
teen agencies  affiliated  with  the 
Princeton  United  Community 
Fund  last  week  presented  budgets 
totalling  $261,000  to  the  Princeton 
community.  It  was  the  fifth  an- 
nual Budget  Panel  Conference, 
held  each  year  in  Princeton  High 
School  to  provide  a  public  forum 
for  residents  of  Princeton  so  that 
they  can  examine  each  agency 
budget,  tear  it  apart  if  necessary 
and,  hopefully,  approve  it  whole- 
heartedly as  it  stands.  Last  year's 
Fund   goal  was  $212,000. 

Each  panel  of  about  15  mem- 
bers listened  to  the  agency  pres- 
entation, asked  questions  and 
then,  in  "executive  session,"  with 
the  agency  representatives  wait- 
ing anxiously  outside,  discussed 
the  budget  and  decided  whether 
to  approve,  approve  with  qualifi- 
cations, or  not  to  approve  at  all. 

The  reports  of  each  panel  witl 
be  referred  to  the  Community 
Fund  Budget-  Committee  which 
will,  in  turn,  recommend  specific 
Fund  allocations  for  each  agency 
out  of  the  total  budget.  Agencies 
are  asking  about  $42,500  more,  on 
the  whole,  than  they  did  last  year. 

One  of  the  largest  Increases  has 
been  requested  by  Princeton  Hos- 
pital, which  is  seeking  an  addi- 
tional $20,000.  This  represents 
about  19  percent  of  the  total  Fund 
budget,  but  it  is  the  first  Increase 
the  Hospital  has  asked  for  in  ten 
years,  according  to  John  W. 
Kauffman,  Hospital  administra- 
tor, who  made  the  budget  pres- 
entation. Mr.  Kauffman  pointed 
to  substandard  Hospital  salaries, 
the  increased  cost  of  medicines 
and  the  desire  to  avoid  further 
rate  increases  as  the  primary  rea- 
sons behind  the  Hospital's 
request. 

It  had  been  expected  that  con- 
siderable opposition  to  the  Hos- 
pital's budget  would  be  expressed 
by  several  members  of  the  Child- 
birth Education  League  who  had 
asked  to  be  assigned  to  the  Panel, 
but  only  one  member  of  the 
League    appeared. 
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Mrs.  John  K.  Hemphill,  Prince- 
ton -  Kingston  Road,  asked  wheth- 
er the  Hospital  might  derive  more 
rental  income  from  the  Medical 
Arts  Building  without  endangering 
the  Hospital's  non-profit  status. 
Fred  Blaicher,  Fund  president, 
asked  about  the  bequest  (o  rhe 
Hospital  from  the  estate  of  Arch- 
ibald Gulick.  and  Mr.  Kauffman 
said  that  this  money  was  solely 
for  capital   improvements. 

"We're  Not  Expert*."  "None  of 
us  is  a  budget  expert— we  have 
to  depend  on  the  good  sense  of 
these  agencies."  This  remark, 
made  during  the  Hospital  hearing, 
was  repealed  in  essence  many 
times  during  the  various  hearings. 

However,  there  were  occasions 
when  sharp  questions  were  raised, 
sometimes  on  technical  account- 
ing matters,  sometimes  on  basic 
philosophic*.  The  YMCA  came  in 
for  considerable  criticism  on  both 


"I'm  contributing  to  a  middle- 
class  club  when  I  give  to  the 
'Y',"  said  one  panel  member  flat- 
ly. Other  panel  members  joined 
him  In  expressing  the  belief  that 
the    scope    of    the    YMCA   is   too 

"Negro  boys  no  longer  feel 
wanted  in  the  'Y',"  was  one  opin- 
ion, "and  they  used  to  make  it 
their  second  home."  One  Negro 
panel  member,  however,  defended 
the  "Y"  and  said  that  it  was  not 
a  charitable  organization,  but  a 
place  for  wholesome  recreation. 

"They  aren't  giving  enough  for 
what  they  get,"  one  panel  mem- 
ber said. 


Other  criticism  was  directed  at 
the  "Y"  budget,  particularly  at 
the  amount  alloted  to  the  opera- 
tion of  the  building.  Although  the 
"Y"  budget  was  not  disapproved, 
the  feeling  of  the  panel  was  ex- 
pressed by  one  member  who  said. 
"Don't  let  them  feel  that  they  will 
always  get  this." 

Budget  criticism  was  also  lev- 
elled against  the  Mental  Health 
Association,  but  the  criticism  was 
a  general  one;  panel  members  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that,  in  the  fu- 
ture, agency  budgets  would  all  be 
uniform.  This  budget  was  ap- 
proved— not  quite  unanimously: 
"We  ought  to  have  one  dissenter," 
said  a  panel  member,  and  he 
voted  "nay." 

Turnabout.  At  least  two  of  the 
agencies  were  chided  for  asking 
for  too  little.  Mercer  County  Child 
Guidance  was  asked  "Have  you 
set  your  sights  high  enough"  and 
"Shouldn't  this  budget  be  twice 
as  big?"  The  Princeton  Nursery 
School  was  also  told  that  Its  budg- 
et was  too  small,  particularly 
where  the  director's  salary  was 
concerned. 

Panel  members  considering  ,the 
Playground  Committee  budget 
asked  why  the  summer  play- 
grounds couldn't  be  run  with  mon- 
ey from  the  two  municipalities. 
The  agency  representative  replied 
that  the  playgrounds  would  then 
become  a  jointly  sponsored  recre- 
ation program,  which  is  not  yet 
legal. 

The  Girl  Scouts  were  questioned 
about  the  way  they  budgeted  their 
Cookie  Fund  money,  and  the  pan- 
el recommended  that  the  $600 
earned  through  cookie  sales  be  in- 
cluded in  the  budget.  The  ques- 
tion of  Gu  I   Seoul    inlegi   ition   was 

also  raised,  but  it  was  answered 
by  a  Brownie  leader  who  said  she 
had  asked  for  and  gotten  a  Negro 
helper    for    her    troop.

Pur|>ose  of  the  amendment,  ac- 
cording to  M  ayor  R.  Kenneth 
Fairman,  would  be  to  encourage 
potential  ratables  which  have  no 
"nuisance  characteristics.*1  The 
existing  ordinance,  he  explained, 
eliminates  many  desirable  re- 
search and  engineering  enter- 
prises simply  because  their  work 
also  involves  the  incidental  pro- 
duction of  devices  developed  in 
their  research  laboratories. 


The  zoning  formula  desired, 
Mayor  Fairman  said,  is  one  which 
would  permit  light  industry  of  an 
acceptable  nature  but  would  also 
provide  strict  safeguards  to  in- 
sure that  the  enterprise  will  not 
produce  smoke,  smells,  noise. 
etc.,  and  will  otherwise  be  a  cred- 
it to  the  community.  Such  zoning 
formulas  have  heen  successfully 
used  in  other  communities,  he 
aald. 

The  location  of  such  business  in 
the  Township  would  not  material- 
ly change  its  population  growth 
pattern,  the  mayor  added.  "Re- 
search and  engineering  concerns 
located  in  West  Windsor,  South 
Brunswick  and  other  neighl>oring 
towns  bring  people  who  want  to 
live  in  Princeton."  he  said.  "We 
might  as  well  get  the  benefit  of 
having  such*  businesses  pay  taxes 
to  the  Township.  We  need  such 
ratables  in  order  to  keep  our  tax 
rate  within  reasonable  bounds." 

Candidate  On  Hand.  A  firm 
which  would  be  able  to  locate  In 
Princeton  Township  under  the 
proposed  zoning  amendment  has 
already  expressed  its  desire  to  do 
so.

FIRE  COMPANY  SENDS  BIIX 

To    Township    Committee.    The 

trustees  of  Kingston  Volunteer 
Fire  Company  No.  1  have  ren- 
dered a  unique  bill  to  Princeton 
Township  for  lire-fighting  serv- 
ices during  the  last  six  months. 
The  two  items  include  $375  for 
the  fire  on  the  Gulick  farm  last 
November  10,  and  $125  for  the 
fire  at  the  Herrontown  Road 
sewer  plant  on  April  11. 

The  letter  states,  "We  would 
like  to  remind  the  committee  that 
their  present  approach  to  fire 
protection  should  be  seriously  re- 
viewed. An  objective  analysis  of 
both  the  fires  mentioned  above 
will  prove  the  inadequacy  of  the 
alarm  system  used  within  the 
Township." 

Under  an  informal  agreement, 
the  Township  used  to  contribute 
$300  a  year  to  the  Kingston  com- 
pany for  whatever  services  it 
could  provide.  Over  a  year  ago, 
the  volunteer  fire  company  asked 
for  $600,  and  the  Township  de- 
cided it  no  longer  needed  to  call 
upon  Kingston  regularly  since  the 
Borough  had  set  up  its  Harrison 
Street  station.  It  was  felt  the  new 
facility  would  provide  adequate 
fire  protection  for  residents  in  the 
eastern  section  of  the  Township. 

The  letter  also  referred  to  the 
Township's  request  to  wash  the 
Kingston  bridge  after  a  serious 
accident  there  on  February  25.

Shelley  Berman,  who  ap- 
peared before  large  audiences  in 
two  shows  at  McCarter  Theatre 
Friday  night,  is  not  a  "sick 
comic."  There  is  an  unfortunate 
lack  of  stability  in  his  stage  man- 
ner, but  his  satirical  monologue 
is   healthy,    perceptive   and  often 

The  audiences  were  composed 
largely  of  undergraduates  and 
their  Freshman  Prom  Weekend 
dates,  and  Mr. 
aware  that  many  of  his  hearers 
were  familiar  with  his  best -selling 
records.  Frequently  the  applause 
and  laughter  began  before  he  had 
said  more  than  a  couple  of  lines 
of  his  better  known  routines,  and 
it  is  a  tribute  to  his  skill  that 
he  is  able  to  preserve  a  sem- 
blance of  spontaneity  in  sequences 
which  he  has  undoubtedly  repeat- 
ed night  after  night  for  months. 

At  his  best,  as  he  was  in  a 
hilarious  exploration  of  the  reac- 
tions of  a  man  who  finds  a  black 
speck  in  his  glass  of  milk,  Mr. 
Berman  is  superb.  He  is  a  fine 
comic  actor  and  pantomimist  and 
some  of  his  man -on- the- telephone 
routines,  which  were  enthusiasti- 
cally received,  are  little  satirical 
triumphs. 

It  is  too  bad,  however,  that  he 
frequently  does  not  know  when  to 
stop.  Funny  lines  and  situations 
are  too  often  milked  until  they 
are  no  longer  amusing,  and  one 
potentially  effective  bit  about  an 
ill-favored  young  man  calling  his 
girl-friend  to  find  out  why  their 
relationship  was  going  on  the 
rocks  was  ruined  by  its  length 
and  redundancy.

All  the  actors  were  perfect  in 
their  parts,  from  their  telling  ges- 
tures to  their  crisp  renditions  of 
the  rapid-fire  dialog.

Us- 
ing th?  tradition-bound  Count  in 
his  crumbling  mansion  as  a  start- 
ing point,  "Clerambard"  jumps 
quickly  on  a  merry-go-round  of 
destructive  satire,  taking  pot  shots 
at  a  carnival  of  established 
mores.  The  Count,  it  seems,  has 
been  making  ends  meet  by  setting 
his  family  up  in  a  sweat-shop  in 
the  living  room,  while  he  has  for- 
aged for  food  by  killing  the  neigh- 
borhood cats  and  dogs. 

This  all  comes  to  an  abrupt 
halt  when  the  Count  has  a  vision 
of  St.  Francis  of  Assisi,  who  in- 
structs him  in  the  joy  of  loving 
alt  God's  creatures.  An  immediate 
transformation  results,  with  the 
Count  berating  his  wife  for  killing 
a  spider— "You  murdered  your 
liltlc  sister!" — and  turning  down 
tin-  offer  of  a  million-franc  dowry 
from  tlie  local  grocer  in  order  to 
arrange  a  marriage  between  his 
son   and  the  town  prostitute. 

By  the  end  of  the  play,  the 
Count  has  sold  his  mansion  and 
bought  a  gypsy  cart  in  which  the 
entire  family  can  travel  about, 
humbly  begging  food  and  "leav- 
ing a  trail  of  love."  Everyone 
accompanies  him  joyfully,  for 
they  too  have  seen  a  vision  of  St. 
Francis.  Everyone,  that  is,  except 
the  local  priest,  who  looks  dazedly 
about  while  the  others  see  the  vi- 
sion, muttering,  "But  1  can't  see 
anything!  1  can't  see  anything  at 
all!" 

From  the  audience,  however,  it 
was  easy  to  see  very  clearly  in- 
deed, and  while  the  probing  light 
might  have  caused  an  occasional 
wince,  there  was  no  doubt  that 
"Clerambard"  was  a  sparkling 
show  that  well  merited  its  reputa- 
tion as  one  of  the  best  of  the  off- 
Broadway  plays.

Later,  because  it  is  illiterate,  the 
wind  uprools  the  blooms  and  car- 
ries them  off  into  space.  Nature, 
you  see,  is  irrational  and  uncon- 
trollable, and  it's  a  hard  row  we 
mortals  have  to  hoe. 

The  stars  are  Dirk  Bogarde, 
Yoko  Tani  and  Ronald  Lewis.  Bo- 
garde, a  soldier,  and  Miss  Tani 
meet  in  India  where  she  is  an 
instructress.  Despite  racial  bar- 
riers, they"  marry  and  are  bliss- 
fully happy  until  he  is  captured 
and  tortured.  Receiving  word  that 
his  wife  is  ill,  Borgarde  escapes 
and  rushes  to  her  bedside  just  in 
lime  for  a  melodramatic  death 
scene.  A  woman's  so  good  and  true 
Should  not  have  died,  Borgarde 
protests,  but  he  has  forgotten  that 
the  wind  cannot  read. 

Dlabolique  (May  2)  is  probably 
the  most  terrifying  film  of  the  last 
ten  years.  Featuring  Simone  Sig- 
noret,  who  won  an  Academy 
Award  last  month  for  her  role  in 
"Room  at  the  Top,"  the  picture 
is  an  ingenious  recounting  of  the 
efforts  of  a  woman  and  her  lover 
to  escape  the  ambulatory 
"corpse"  of  her  supposedly  mur- 
dered husband.

Library:  I  should  say  Winston 
Churchill's  "A  History  of  the 
English-Speaking  Peoples."  It 
represents  a  fresh  estimate  of  re- 
lations between  two  great  powers 
that  are  closely  bound  In  blood 
and  speech. 

Mrs.  William  H  Martin,  Woods- 
ville-Marsh  all's  Corners  Road, 
Hopewell,  housewife:  "These  Lov- 
ers Fled  Away" '  by  Howard 
Spring,  an  Englishman.  He  has 
been  compared  with  Charles  Dick- 
ens but  I  like  him  better  than 
Dickens.  He  is  easier  to  read  and 
not  as  long  and  wordy.  His 
characters  are  very  realistic  and 
literally  spring  into  Hfe. 

Christopher  Pool,  300  Hamilton 
Kadi,  University  student:  A  book 
that  interested  me  very  much  by 
Ayn  Rand  called  "The  Fountain- 
head."  I  feel  the  book  is  a  good 
barometer  of  our  times.  It  gives 
a  realistic  portrait  at  the  con- 
temporary generation  —  the  push- 
button world,  big  syndicate  sort 
of  thing  where  it  is  no  longer  a 
question  of  individual  men  but  of 
The  Organization.
